of sub-section (1) of Section 5 of the Minimum Wages Act, 1948 (11 of 1948) in the Gazette of India. Extra-ordinary, Part-II, See lion ?. 
Sub-section (ii) dated the Uth June, 1993 under the Notdlcation of the Government of India in the Ministry of Labour No. S.O. 37x(f i 
dated 11th June. 1993 for information of and inviting objections and suggestions from all persons likely to be affected thereby till the 
expiry of the period of two months from the date of the publication of the said Notification in the Official Gazette; 

Whereas the objections and suggestions received on the said proposals have been considered by the Central Government; 

Now, Therefore, in exercise of the powers conferred by clause (b) of sub-section (1) of Section 3 read with clause (iii) of sub¬ 
section (1) of section 4 and sub-section (2) of section 5 of the Minimum Wages Act, 1948 (11 of 1948) and in supersession of notifica¬ 
tion of the Government of India in the Ministry of Labour No. S.O. I009(F:) dated 7th December, 19S9 read with notification No. S.O. 
604(B) dated 31st July, 1990, the Central Government after consulting the Advisory Board, revi-.e the minimum rate of wages ds specified 
iu the Schedule annexed hereto, payablf to the employees engaged in loading and unloading operations in Railway; Goods Sheds and

The revised minimum rates of wages shall consist of (a) basic rates of wages as set out in column (2) of Part I Of the schedule 
annex'd to this notification and payable to the employees working in areas mentioned in Column (1) of Part I thereof; and (b) a special 
allowance (hereinafter referred to as variable deariless allowance).

S.O. 513(E),—Whereas certain proposals to revise the minimum rates of wages payable to the categories of employees employed 
in the (i) Construction or maintenance of roads or in building operations, (ii) stone breaking or stone crushing, (iii) maintenance of 
buildings; and (iv) construction & maintenance of runways were published as required by clause (b) of Sub-section (i) ofSection5 of the 
Minimum Wages Act, 1948(1 J of 1948) in the Gazette of India, Extraordinary, Part-11, Section 3, Sub-section (ii) dated thellthjune, 
1995 under the Notification of the Government of India in the Ministry of Labour No. S.O. 376(E) dated 11th June, 1993 for infor¬ 
mation of and inviting objections and suggestions from all persons likely to be affected thereby till the expiry of the period of two 
months from the date of the publication of the said Notification in the Official Gazette: 

WHEREAS the objections and suggestions received on the said proposals have been considered by the Centra! Government: 

NOW, THEREFORE, in exercise of the pnwers conferred by clause (b) of sub-section (11 of Section 3 read-with clause (iii) of sub¬ 
section (1) of section 4 and sub-section (2) of section 5 of the Minimum Wages Act, 1948 (11 of 1948) and in supersession of notification 
of the Government of India in the Ministry of Labour No. S.O. 944 (E) dated 14th October, 1988 the Central Government after consul- 
tingthe AdvisoryBoard,revisetheminimumrate ofwages as specified in the Schedule annexed hereto, payabletothe employees employed 
in the (i) construction or maintenance of roads or in building operations, (ii) stone breaking or stone crushing, (iii) maintenance of 
buildings, and (iv) construction & maintenance of runways. 

The revised minimum rates of wages shall consist of (a) basic rates of wages as set out in column (2) of Part-I of the schedule, 
annexed to this notification and payable to the employees working in areas mentioned in Column (1) of Part-I thereof; and (b) a special 
allowance (herein after referred to as variable dearness allowance). The Variable Dearness Allowance shall be adjusted by the Chief 
Labour Commissioner (C)at the interval of every six months commencing on the 1st October and 1st April on the basis of the average 
C.P.I. Number for Industrial workers (Base 1960= 100) for the proceeding period of six months ending on the 30th June and the 31st 
December every year, respectively at the rate of and in the manner specified in the column (2) of Part-II of the Schedule.

The revised minimum rates of wages shall consist of (a) basic rates of wages as set out in column (2) of Part-I of the schedule, 
annexed to this notification and payable to the employees working in areas mentioned in Column (1) of Part-I thereof; and (b) a special 
allowance (hereinafter referred to as varaiblc dearness allowance). The Variable Dearness Allowance shall be adjusted by the Chief 
Labour Comm-ssioner (Central) at the interval of every six months commencing on the 1st October 1 and 1st April on the basis of the 
average consumer Price Index Number for Industrial workers (Base I960™ 100) for the preceding period of six months ending on the 
30th June and the 31st December every year, respectively at the rate of and in the manner specified in the column (2) of Part II of the 
Schedule.
